THERE has been a 
happy ending to the un- 
certainty which hung 
over the future of this 
year’s Brixham 
Trawler Race. 

Soon after the Race 
Association’s Com- 
modore, George Sewell, 
announced through the 
local press that the 
withdrawal of spon- 
sorship by Conoco and 
Englo Exhibitions meant 
the race could not be run 
on June 20 unless another 
supporter was found, an 
offer was made to un- 
derwrite the costs. 

It came from George 
Jackson, chairman of tne 
Oaklelgh Group of com- 
panies, who has given 
£1,500, The cheque was 
handed over on May 28 to 
Mr. Sewell by John Hart, 


an executive of Wundpets 
Ltd., pet food 
wholesalers, of Torquay. 

The company, one of 
the Oaklelgh Group, has 
been designated as spon- 
sor of the trawler race. 

Mr. Jackson spends a 
fair amount of time at 
Torbay and has a strong 
affection for the area. 

Some years ago he 
presented a cup for com- 
petition in one of the 
classes of the trawler 
race; and he was one of 
the early financial sup- 
porters of the Brixham 
fishermen’s co-operative 
when it was formed about 
10 years ago, 

Mr. Sewell told Fishing 
News: ' “I cannot stress 


strongly enough the 
gratitude which the com- 
mittee and the race 
organisers feel for this 
help. 

“It is quite clear that 
without the generous sup- 
port given by Mr. Jackson 
the race would not have 
beon able to go ahead this 
year. That would have 
been a great shame, 
because once you drop 
something, it is difficult to 
revive It.”

THE three-man crew 
of the 65ft. Lowestoft 
inshore trawler St. 
Patrick spent ten hours 
drifting in the ship’s 
liferaft last Saturday 
when their vessel sank 
off Southwold minutes 
after an explosion in 
the engineroom. 

They were eventuallypick- 
ed up by the crew of a Dutch 
yacht bound for Lowestoft 
after they spotted the 
wreckage of the trawler. 

During the ten hours in the 
liferaft, the three men fired a 
number of flares to attract' 
the attention of passing ships 
but got no answer. 

The drama began on 
Saturday morning when the 
vessel was fishing about ten 
miles off Southwold. On 
board were the skipper, 
James Unsworth, the mate, 
Raymond Weber, and chief 
engineer, Alan Slapp, 

After being land^. Skipper 
Unsworth said they nad been 
fishing in company with other 
Lowestoft boats' but then 
decided to move further out. 
They hauled in twice during 
the morning and were busy 
cleaning the fish when 
Skipper Unsworth saw smoke 
coming from the engineroom. 

Mr. Slapp went to in- 
vestigate, hut before he could 
got in the engineroom there 
was a "sharp shudder and a

bit of a bang.” Water started 
pouring in and they launched 
the liferaft. 

“I sent out a Mayday call 
but didn't stop to see whether 
it waB answered,” said the 
skipper. "We jumped into the 
liferaft and we had only been 
in it a few minutes when the 
trawler turned turtle and 
sank. We were very close to 
her — how we didn't get suck- 
ed in I still don’t know.” 

Dressed in only light 


clothing, the men found 
themselves shaking with cold 
and used the cover of the 
liferaft to keep warm. “We 
curled up and eventually 
dropped off to sleep,” said 
Skipper Unsworth. 

He was woken by the noise 
of engines and saw the Dutch 
yacht Woestduin a short dis- 
tance away. “They had 
spotted some wreckage from 
tne trawler and came to in- 
vestigate — we were really 


thankful to get picked up/* 
said the skipper. 

It was cot until the Dutch 
yacht arrived at Lowestoft 
and the three fishermen came 
ashore that the loss of St. 
Patrick became known. 

The liferaft from which the 
three men were rescued was 
left adrift at sea. 

Gorleston Coastguards said 
later that the raft contained a 
medical kit which includes a 
supply of morphine and add- 
ed that an alert had gone out 
along the e&Bt coast and in 
Holland.

“This they contend would be 
an intolerable position for 
them to face should they wish 
to continue their traditional 
fishing. Furthermore, the 
dredging operations which 
would be employed by the 
applicant for the order would 
seriously disturb, and most 
probably destroy, the herring 
spawning beds which we 
know lie in the defined area. 
This assumption is supported 
by scientific evidence. 

He concludes his letter; 
"To allow such an order 
would, in effect, mean the ex- 
tinction of herring fishing by 
an experimental oyster ven- 
ture which has no guarantee 
of success.”

GRP firm plans 


standard boats 


HALMATIC (Scotland) 
Ltd. is looking to cut 
the cost of its 28 and 36 
ft. long GRP fishing 
vessels by two to three 
thousand pounds by 
developing standard 
designs to go into 
production at its 
Orkney factory. 

At present its hulls are 
fitted out .by boatyards 
around the country and 
Halmatic will still supply 
them, but later this year it 
will be offering standard craft 
as a cheaper alternative. 

The firm is looking into 
producing as much of the 
craft ns possible in GRP — it 
already moulds wheelhouses 
and decks, but may also build 
internal modules. This 
production line approach 
should speed boats into ser- 
vice as parts can be ordered 
earlier and held in stock. 

Halmatic has already 
started the scheme by part 
fitting out a Halmatic 28 
(overall length 28 ft. 9 in.) for 
a French owner. This was 
completed at the parent com- 
any’s works at Havant, 
lampshire. 

The Brittany-based owner 
wanted a shellfish boat with 
just the basic necessities to 
get her to sea. 

The boat was delivered 
from Orkney with hull, deck 
and wheeihouse mouldings 
complete. Engine and steer- 
ing were fitted, together with 
the electrical system and 
that’s about all. She was 
named La Pequeresse.

the final trimming of the boat 
by means of moveable inter- 
nal ballast which also enables 
an owner to change things to 
his own satisfaction. Amounts 
used vary between five and 
ten cwt. 

All the vulnerable areas of 
the hull have been protected 
by Halmatic’s anti-chafing 
system. The tops of the 
bulwarks are protected by 
heavy-duty galvanised steel 
strips which is fairly standard 
practice, but in the areas on 
each quarter replaceable 
GRP panels have been fitted 
la take the knocks. 

These panels are moulded 
on the hull mould and thon 
through bolted to the hull on 
a bed of sealer. They have 
proved themselves in heavy 
use, the only disappointment 
being for the sales depart- 
ment as few replacements 
have been required! This 
system is cheaper than 
wooden chafing strips and
